Death List at Frisco Still 
Subject of Dispute. 



MONEY POURING IN. 

Coroner Says 1,000 and War 
Department 277 Perish 
ed In Calamity. 



San Francisco, April 25.— Coroner 
William Walsh today estimated that 
the total number of dead will not be 
less than 1,000. His information, he 
says, is compiled from all the data 
he can obtain. 

Coroner Walsh said : "Bodies 
that the deputy coroners have found 
and buried number 300, as f< 

"At Polk and Bay streets, 32; at 
Portsmouth square, 23: at Washing- 
ton square, 13; at the Six-mile House 
200; at Laurel Hill, 23; scattered 
lifferent parts of the city, It). No 
thorough search has been made of 
the district south of Market or the 
Chinese quarter. Many lives must 
have been lost in these sections. 
South of Market street are the cheap 
lodging houses, and many of these 

sd from the earthquaki 
There is little chance that half of the 
inmates of the collapsed buildings 
had opportunity to (scape. This is 
also true of Chinatown. 

"Shortly after the earthquak< 
soldiers and police, so I have been 
told, buried bodies found along the 
water front. I have received no 
official report of these. The total 
number of dead will undoubtedly 
reach, if it does not exceed, 1,000. 

The official report from Gen, 
Greely of the extent of the loss ol 
life in San Francisco is as follows : 
Fort Mason, San Francisco April 
23, 1906.— The Military Secretary 
Washington, D. C. : Very careful 
investigation made by Capt Winn 
today limit as far as information is 
obtainable, the entire San Francisco 
death list from late disaster to 271 
victims; of these about fifty unknown 
gathered from various parts of the 
city have been temporarily buried 
in Lombard and Bay streets, Wash 
ington square and Portsmouth 
square. 

'In the Valencia Hotel fourteen 
bodies were recovered and fifty-six 
others are believed to have perished 
in the ruins."

Makes Illegal Innumerable 
Marriages Throughout 
Country. 

It is estimated b> Chicago lawyers 
that the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States holding 
illegal all divorces except where both 
parties to the suit resided within the 
same jurisdiction, will make illegal 
SOO divorces in that city alone, and 
pave the way for all manner of com- 
plications in the next generation 
over inheritance and the rights to 
property. 

Several prominent attorneys 
clared that the decision simply means 
chaos in regard to the title to per- 
sonal property, as in cases where t 
man who was, in the sight of the de- 
cision, illegally divorced and remar- 
ried, his property must, of necessity, 
revert to his legal heirs, and eannol 
be held by any children of anj 
woman he may have married subse- 
quent to his divorce. 

The decision will, it is estimated, 
render invalid more than 2,000 di- 
vorces granted in St. Louis in the 
the last ten years. In a large pro- 
portion of the cases filed in the cir- 
cuit court the defendant was not a 
resident of the State ol Missouri. 

Attorneys interested in the South 
Dakota divorce industry say thej 
not prepared at this time to say 
what effect thi decision will have on 
the industry. However, it is be- 
lieved that, regardless of the decis- 
ion, the present members of the 
colony will not abandon their inten- 
tion to secure divorces. 



Republican Graft. 

One of the life insurance magnates 
has been arrested for giving a large 
sum of money, that should have been 
sacred to the widows and orphans of 
the policy holders, to the Republi- 
can National Committee. President 
Roosevelt declared before election 
that no tainted money was being 
used in his campaign, but evidence 
shows he was greatly mistaken, for 
the insurance trust and other corpo- 
rations "came down" handsomely. 
The strange part of it is that the 
administration organs before the 
last national election declared that 
the President was managing the 
campaign on a "business basis" 
reeeiving'daily reports of the finan- 
ces of the Republican committee 
from hairmaCn Cortelyou. Was the 
President deceived or did he then 
think insurance money was not taint- 
ed? No restitution has yet been 
made, though it would seem that the 
ethics of the situation demand that 
the money be returned to its right- 
ful owners.

" to Prevent Spread. 

The Postofhce Department has 
sent to all postmasters throughout 
the United States an order relating 
to employes suffering from consump- 
tion. It provides that every precau- 
tion must be used to prevent the 
spread of the tuberculosis germ, 
Tuberculosis victims must furnish 
their own drinking glasses and must 
not in any way mingle so as to 
spread the disease among other em- 
ployes. They must be prohibited 
from expectorating on the floors or 
even in the cuspidors provided for 
employes.

Church In the United States. 
' Twelve archbishops and a hundred 
or more bishops, monslgnors, abbots : 
and leaders of the various ecclesi- 
astical orders will take part In the 
ceremonies, which will be on a Bcale | 
of magnificence never before equaled 
In this church, not even at the na- . 
tinnnl councils. 

For more than a year decorators and 
gilders have worked on the minarets, j 
dome and the interior of the big edl-j 
five, completely renovating It for the 
irritenary. The costly work la now 
complete. 

The Baltimore cathedral is the sec-] 
ond oldest cathedral In the United 
States, the oldest being the cathedral 
St. Augustine, Fla., built by the 
Spaniards. 

The programme for the celebration 
includes a procession of the prelates 
and priests around the cathedral block j 
on the morning of Sunday, April 29, | 
to be followed by mass at which Arch- 
bishop Ireland, of St. Paul, will 
pontificate. Archbishop Ryan, of 
Philadelphia, will preach the ser- 
mon. To this service may also be in- 
vited the president and vice president 
of the United States, members of the 
cabinet, many senators, representa- 
tives and diplomats and state and city 
officials. 

At vespers Archbishop Messmer, of 
Milwaukee, will pontificate, and Arch- 
bishop Ireland ( of St Paul, will 
preach. These two services will com- 
pose the religious part of the pro- 
gramme. 

The history of the old cathedral is 
told by Caidlnal Gibbons, who, in 
speaking of the importance to church 
circles of the coming event, said: 

"In celebrating the centenary the 
name of Archbishop Carroll will oc- 
cupy a conspicuous place. John Car- 
roll was appointed first bishop of 
Baltimore by Pope Plus VII., and was 
consecrated on August 15, 1790, In the 
chapel attached to Lulworth castle, 
Dorsetshire, England. His see, the 
oldest in the United States, embraced 
then the whole country. The conse- 
crating prelate was Rt. Rev. Dr. 
Walmesley, vicar apostolic of the Lon- 
don district. 

"The site selected for the edifice 
was purchased from Gov. Howard, of

The architect of the cathedral was 
Benjamin Henry Latrobe, the grand- 
father of Gen. Ferdinand C. Latrobe, 
many times mayor of Baltimore. Mr.

"The cornerstone of the cathedral 
was laid by Bishop Carroll on July 
7, 1806. Baltimore, which to-day has 
nearly 600,000 souls, at that time had 
a population of about 30,000, and the 
Catholic community amounted to 
hardly 5,000 sools. 

"The granite with which the church 
Is built was brought from the quar- 
ries of Ellicott City in carts drawn 
by oxen. The work of construction 
slowly but steadily advanced until 
1812, when it was Interrupted by the 
war with England. After the close 
of the war the work was resumed and 
carried on until the completion of the 
building, In 1821. 

"On May 31, 1821, the edifice was 
dedicated by Archbishop Mareschal.

TO CHURCH. 



As an evidence that there is no 
abatement ol interest in the evange- 
listic services now in the second 
week, at the Christian church, there 
have been 24 additions to the Christ- 
ian church since our issue of Tues- 
day, making a total of 89 up to and 
including Tuesday night. 

The attendance has been the same 
from the first service under the con- 
duct of Dr. Crossfield, every seat 
being filled and many standing 
through most of the services. People 
who live ten and twelve miles in the 



country have been coming in to the 
services. Tuesday night several came 
up from Princeton to hear one of 
the grandest sermons of the series. 

Dr. Crossfleld's therre was "Things 
That Save." He said that this old 
world is just what it has always been 
—not the variation of a hair's 
breadth in the course of the stars or 
the return of the seasons. It has 
always been spring, summer, autumn 
and winter— they always follow in 
their order, winter never takes the 
place of summer. It is the same 
way in the spiritual world. God al- 
ways has some defined plan and or- 
der for the salvation of man—he 
wants every man to be saved. He 
has always wanted it thus, and when 
a man becomes a partaker of Christ's 
salvation it is by the operations of 
God's providential plan and order. 



After saving Hotel Latham from 
an imaginary fire by the alarm being 
turned in, the prompt response to 
the call by the fire, the attaching of 
the hose to the fireplug, turning the 
stream on the burning building, the 
work of the bucket brigade and the 
final extinction of the flames by the 
hook and ladder company doing its 
part; then the saving of the man 
overboard at sea by the captain see- 
ing the man fall over, having the 
engineer reverse the engines, the life 
saving crew going to the rescue, but 
all to no avail, the man being saved 
from a watery grave by laying hold 
of the lifeline thrown him. 

In the case of the fire, the hotel 
was saved by the combined efforts of 
those participating and not by any 
one person's efforts, but by all the 



means employed. So in the case of 
the drowning man, every effort put 
forth was necessary and all depended 
on the other— if the captain had not 
seen the man fall overboard no one 
would have known it, the ship would 
not have been stopped, the man 
would not have been drawn in by the 
men pulling at the line, the man 
could not have been saved if he had 
not done his part toward saving him- 
self. 

These two illustrations were given 
that while God is always ready to 
save men, and does save them by His 
grace, yet men must do something 
to save themselves-they must "woitk 
out their own salvation". He then 
quoted Eph. 2:8, "By grace are ye 
saved through faith". A man must 
have faith to be saved. God's grace 
offers the Gospel to men and unless 



you lay hold of it you will never be 
You must believe in Jesus. "Thou 
shaltcall His name Jesus, for He shall 
save the people from their sins"— 
Matt. 1:21. God's plan was to send 
His only Son to earth that all who 
believed in Him should not perish 
but have everlasting life. We are 
saved by Christ's blood; by His life. 
We must be buried in the likeness of 
His death, the likeness of His resur- 
rection, the likeness of the life that 
He now lives. We must confess Him. 
He does not believe in secret disciple- 
ship. How can a man who has found 
a savior keep from going out and 
finding his brother and bringing him 
to Christ? We must work. "What 
doth it profit, my brethren, though 
a man say he hath faith and have not 
works? Can faith save him?"— James 
2:14. 



Then, there must be repentance. 
"Unless ye repent you shall all like- 
wise perish. A man must hear the 
Gospel. "For I am not ashamed of 
the Gospel of Christ; for it is the 
power of God unto salvation to every- 
one that he believeth"— Rom. 1:16. 

The evangelist proved his state- 
ment by many other Scriptural quo- 
tations that God does Hi3 part and 
man must do his part in order to be 
.saved. It will not do for a man to 
sit down and wait for God to come 
along and pick him up and save him. 

He referred to a relative who be- 
lieved that God would save him with- 
out hia doing his part and he died 
without a ray of home. His two chil- 
dren were raised in the same belief 
and they died like their father.
